Well, you almost blotted your copy-book, students; if it hadn’t 
been for some fancy back-pedalling and fast head-turning, you 
might have (heaven forbid) actually gotten involved in something 
other than the girl next door, your super-dooper hot rod, and what’s 
on at the show. 

Of course, and if you-don’t keep your eyes open, it may come 
as a shock—the girl next door may join the Women’s Liberation 
Movement, your hot rod may be banned for causing pollution, and 
the next show at the drive-in may be GENOCIDE: or HELL NO! 
WE DON’T DISCRIMINHATE. 

I just took an hour break and listened to a folk-singing group 
on the lawn. They sang a lot of Joni Mitchell’s music and her 
word-pictures slowed me down and painted a mellow mood around 
my mind. 

It’s a funny thing, but after you’ve been taking it easy for a 
while you look around and get the feeling that change is too slow 
in coming. So you raise yourself up and try and speed things up a 
little. But after things are speeded up far a while, you look around 
and get the feeling that you're going too fast, and by-passing a lot 
of people. Well, between taking it easy and speeding it up, I get 
the feeling that there are some people who are, as Gibran said, “the 
living dead,” and who will always be in Eliott’s “Wasteland.” 

These are the people who never make any contribution 
to society, other than to supply the funds to make that society tick: 
the name given to these people is “The Silent Majority.” What is 
wrong with the “Silent Majority?” After all, if it weren’t for them, 
none of the advancements that have been made would ever have 
been made. Let me draw a simile betwen th “Silent Majority” and 
a piece of fertile land. If the people (government). who take care 
of this land do not tend it properly, if they do not water it and 
provide it with nourishment (but instead go fishing down at the 
water hole after buying expensive fishing equipment) if, instead 
of seeing that the bigger crops do not crowd.out the smaller crops, 
they buy guns to shoot the birds and keep them from eating the 
bigger crops, then the once fertile land will waste away, and all 
the crops will suffer; for as the big crops strangle the smaller ones, 
they will be the only crops left for the birds to eat.

Former President Discusses Draft Bill 


President Nixon’s decision to 
deploy troops in Cambodia has 
produced what to some is the 
most severe constitutional crisis 
since the Civil War. 


Mr. Nixon believes his powers 
are inferred from his delegation 
of authority as Commander-in- 
Chief of the Armed Forces, his 
treaty making powers and the 
Gulf of Tonkin Resolution. Con- 
stitutional scholars and Congress- 
men opposing the war feel that 
any such action can only be le- 
gitimized by a declaration of 
war from Congress. 


An action has been taken by 
California legislators to resolve 
this dilemma. John Vasconcel- 
los and Leon Greene, two Cali- 
fornia Assemblymen, have intro- 
duced Assembly Bill 1674 with 
provisions which ‘would effec- 
tively lay the Constitutional dis- 
pute at the feet of the Supreme 
Court. The bill provides first 
that California citizens not be 
permitted to serve outside the 
United States in military actions 
not sanctioned by the United 
States Constitution. Secondly, 
the bill empowers the Attorney 
General of California to bring a 
suit in the Supreme Court or an 
appropriate lower federal court 
to decide the constitutionality 
of military action. Thus, there 
is no problem of a state passing 
laws in contradiction to federal 
law or of nullification Southern 
style or of a state passing a law 
to force federal officials to take 
action. Any force would be 
provided by the Supreme Court. 


This bill should receive broad 
nonpartisan support. For the 
conservative, the bill offers a 
constitutional, law-and-order ap- 
proac hto the war. A Supreme 
Court determination in favor of 
the President, which is not un- 
likely, will serve ta quiet radi- 
cals who rationalize their own 
lawlessness by invoking the ar- 
gument that the President him- 
self is acting in violation of the 
highest law of the land. For 
those conservatives who feel 
that such a determination by the 
Supreme Court would serve to 
tie the President’s hands, there 
are two arguments. First, the 
Constitution was drafted to pre- 
vent impulsive executive actions 
and to provide legislative, rep- 
resentative consent to such ac- 
tions. Second, the President is 
empowered by his duties as 
Commander-in-Chief to. take im- 
mediate action against an enemy 
in the fact of a sudden attack 
against the United States. 


For liberals and moderates 
who are against the war, the bill 
holds the promise that should 
the Supreme Court find against 
the President, the mood of Con- 
gress is now such that a declara- 
tion of war would probably not 
pass. The passage of AB 1674 
would also effectively register 
the official disapproval of Cali- 
fornians of the vast amounts of 
social and economic expendi- 
tures wasted on Vietnam and 
Cambodia. Those who object.on 
the grounds that the bill isa 
waste of effort in that Governor 
Reagan will probably veto .such 
a bill can be reminded that such 
a bill was signed in Massachu- 
setts and further that the ed- 
ucatio nvalue that could be de- 
rived from debating the bill on 
the floor of the legislature would 
be alone worth the effort. 

On May 13th, 1970, 700 law 


students from all over the State 
met in Sacramento to lobby for 
the bill. Assemblyman Robert 
Wood from, this district re- 
mained uncommitted, but he ex- 
psedded some doubts as to the 
propriety of the bill, particularly 
as it might be read to limit the 
President’s actions. He needs 
feedback from the district on 
the desirability of such a bill. 
Legislators receive little mail on 
issues before them and a volume 
of mail on any one issue im- 
presses them. Efforts are being 
made to interest students at 
Hartnell in soliciting letters to 
Assemblyman Wood concerning 
the efficacy of this bill. A 
measure with results so far 
reaching as AB 1674 deserves 
your support.

Are they too much blinded by 
their leader’s rhetoric and ideo- 
logies to see that the only way 
to achieve any of their goals is 
through EDUCATION? 

Mr. Sloan’s distorted use of 
such words as “militant,” “un- 
American,” “True Americans,” 
“oppression,” and “rights” is one 
of the basics of propaganda. 

What “True American” would 
stoop to this type of semantical 
trickery? I can only hope that 
the majority of Hartnell’s stu- 
dents are not gullible enough to 
fall for his UNAMERICAN tac- 
tics. :
